ELD CONSTITUTIONAL 


Funds Must Be Distributed 
Under Its Provisions, Rules 
Supreme Court. 


Georgia’s highway taw was held 
constitutional Thursday by the 
state Supreme court, in rendering 
a decision that funds accruing froin 
the sale of moto: vehicle licenses 
each year shall be distributed uu- 
der its provisions instead of those 
of the motor vehicle law. 

It is provided in the state high- 
Way .aw thac these funds must be 
apport.oned among the congrcs- 
sional districts in proportion of the 
mileage to the total authorized 
mileage of 4800 of the law. The 
mctor vehicle law provides that the 
money must be distributed among 
the counties on a “post roai mi'e- 
aze.”’ 

Both of the bills were passed by 
the legislature on the same day in 
August, 1919. Governor Dorsev 
signed the motor vehicle law on 
August 16, i91%, and two days leter 
approved the «ther bill. Judge An- 
drew J. Cob», of the Clarke sute- 
rior court, i212 a decision heid that 
the last bill s:s:.ed by the gov:rnor 
was effective. Dis decision 
upheld by the supreme couri.

Black on His Feet. 


Mr. Black, who had been a pa- 
tient listener, was on hig feet in 
asecond.

“I haven't 
said anything up to now in the hope 
that this thing would be threshed 
Out Satisfactorily, but I think that 
the testimony in reference to Ew- 
ing’s connection with the crooks is 
entirely germane. 

“If Chief Poole is telling the 
truth when he says that Ewing 
has been an active bunco man, and 
it is proven that Chief Poole has 
known this for four years, and it 
i$ proven that during all that time, 
Ewing was a daily visitor to police 
station and had the run of the 
place, then I say it is proof posi- 
tive that Chief Poole has been dere- 
lect in his duty. Let’s have that 
proof and have all of it.” 

There was a hurricane of ap- 
plause, which the chairman couldn’t 
stem with his gavel for a full min- 
ute. The detectives’ lawyers ex- 
changed glances, but failed to press 
soon point as Mr. Black took his 
seat. 

Again Mr. Black scored heavily as 
Mr. Jones was endeavoring to prove 
by Detective Young that a confi- 
dence man had been held by police 
court for state court action under 
a bond of $3,000 and that bond had 
been subsequently reduced by the 
sOlicitor-general to $500, and the 
confidence man permitted to forfeit 
it and escape. 

Beclouding Issue. 


Mr. Black started to object, but 
Mr. Jones was insistent on his ques- 
tion. “Very well, then, Brother 
Jones,” said Mr. Black calmly. “You 
will simply force me to take up 
more time. This is like every po- 
lice investigation that was ever 
Started since there have been po- 
licemen. The only method of de- 
fense that a policeman apparently 
knows is to becloud an issue by 
making charges against the per- 
sons accusing them. 

“The tactics are time honored. I 
have recognized them all along. 
Now I am going to let you prove 
all this and then to show that you

The shouting and applause broke 
Out again, despite the committee’s 
adjuration. 

Other Salient Facts. 


Other salient facts brought 
during the hearing were these: 

Vic Young, detective for the Re- 
tail Merchants’ association, testified 
that he had arrested three men who 
were equipped with confidence par- 
aphernalia, and they were recog- 
nized as confidence men by De- 
tective Shaw. Two of them were 
released on nominal bonds the day 
following, and one of them rode 
away from the police station in com- 
pany with Floyd Woodward and De- 
tective Shaw, and that he carried 
away with him part of the confi- 
dence equipment. 

Confidence men, when arrested, 
objected volubly on the grounds that 
they had paid for the privilege of 
working in Atlanta. 

Young also testified to seeing 
Chief Poole and Floyd Woodward 
and Councilman Al Martin in Mar- 
tin’s restaurant on frequent occa- 
He also testified that Wood- 
ward had made overtures to him to 
be permitted to give the detective a 

This he had re- 
fused. 


Again Young testifield that he 
went with a detective to Woodward's 
Sans Souci hotel, searching for a 
shoplifter, and that the deective had 
contributed nothing to the search 
except to inform him that Woodward 
had said the woman was not in the 
hotel, after the detective and Wood- 
ward had been privately closeted. 

Cone Takes Stand. 

Earl] Cone testified that he had 
given the police information that 
crooks captured in connection with 
the robbery of his drug store were 
confidence men who had been oper- 
ating in Florida, but that the de- 
tectives had done nothing.

ther testified that Chief Beavers had 
previously notified him that O’Brien 
was under indictment in Atlanta. 

Manning on Stand Again. 

W. R. Manning resumed his test!- 
mony when Chairman Sims called 
the committee to order. Mr. Jones 
conducted the  cross-examination. 
He endeavored to develop the rea- 
son why Manning had remained 
over in Atlanta when he was sup- 
posed to be on his way to North 
Carolina to meet his wife. 

Manning replied that his. wife 
had phoned him that she wanted 
to remain in Carolina a week 
longer and he decided to wait for 
her here. 

He denied that he had remained 
over in Atlanta simply to partici- 
nate in the stock exchange deal 
in which he was engaged with 
Smith and Ellis. 

Mr. Jones then changed his ques- 
tions to prove that Manning has 
been associated with gamblers for 
years. 

“T have never gambled,” said the 
witness with finality.

Judge Hines cross-examined the 
witness, apparently in order to de- 
velonm that Shaw and Poole had en- 
deavored to apprehend the negro 
and that they had asked Mrs. Sin- 
clair to telephone them (the de- 
tectives) if she saw the negro Lee 
again. 

The questions which Mr. Jones 
then asked the woman on the stand 
developed the statement from her 
that. there was nothing suspicious 
about the actions of the men who 
had the room, although she was 
in the same house with the room 
where the operation was said to be 
carried on. 

Detectives Inspect House. 

Detectives Shaw, Malcolm and

Vie Young Is Called. 

Mrs. Sinclair was excused and Vic 
Young, detective for the Atlanta 
Retail Merchants’ association, was 
called to the stand. He was ques- 
tioned by Mr. Black and told of in- 
vestigeting a series of robberies at 
the Cone Drug company stores, At 
the Peachtree street store, he said, 
he had caught a man named Fish- 
er as he was putting a thermos 
bottle under his coat. He took the 
man around to the rooms he occu- 
pied in the Martinique apartments, 
where he discovered a_ store of 
stolen goods which Earl H. Cone 
later identified as his property. 

“Another man came in who was 
afterwards -identified as the con 
man, Mooney, and demanded to 
know what I was doing searching 
the room,” Young testified. “I ar- 
rested him and searched his room, 
too. While we were there the lady 
who runs the houSe came in and 
told me ‘they’re a gang of crooks. 
I wish you’d run them all out of 
the house.” In the second apart- 
ment I also arrested a little fellow 
and took the three down to the sta- 
tion and had a charge of suspicion 
booked against them.’’ 

In their rooms, Young testified 
he found a quantity of spurious 
bank notes, with a number of bill 
wrappers of high denomination, 
bookmakers’ tickets and other ap- 
purtenances of a con game. 

“Paid for Protection.” 

“Before I took them down one of 
the men offered to pay me a ‘cen- 
tury note’ if I would drop the 
cases,” said Young. ‘I don’t see why 
you are arresting us,’ he said, ‘we 
have paid to work in Atlanta, but 
we'd rather spend a hundred than 
have to spend the night down there 
at the station. It’s too crowded and 
dirty.’ ” 

Young continuing his story. said 
that he took the men, the para- 
phenalia, and an opium smoking 
layout he found in one of their 


rooms down to the detective of- 
fice. When hé showed the para- 
phernalia to Shaw, he said, that of- 
ficer declared “they are con men.” 

He left the three men in the cus- 
tody of the détectives and then 
went about his work. In the aft- 
ernoon he returnee to the police 
station to appear against the men 
in the court.

We 
came in here to answer to general 
charges made bv the solicitor-gen- 
eral in the nress and before public 
meetings. We were furnished with 
no bill of particulars, and I say if 
the charges are that general, the 
whole investigation should be wide 
open.” 

Would Not Be Defense. 

Chairman Sims: . “I don’t think 
that if I am being tried for a crime 
it is material whether you have 
committed that same crime or not.” 

Judge Hines: “We expect to prove 
by this witness that every time he 
has arrested a confidence man, he 
has found Fwing's card on the erook. 
We expect in that way to show Ew- 
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ing’s close connection with these 
people.” 

Councilman Gordon: “Ewing has 
been accused of being one of these 
bunco men, and I think any evi- 
dence of that has a perfect right in 
this hearing.” 

Mr. Black: #Councilman Gordon is 
eminently correct.” : 

He then made his point that he 
would be glad to let the testimony 
in. if the defense could substantiate 
the Poole charges that Ewing was a 
member of the pbunco band. “For 
four vears he has been a dailv vis- 
itor to the police station, and. un- 
der this allegation of Chief Poole, 
he has known him to be a bunco 
man all this time. -If that is proved 
it will be an absolute confession of 
detective connivance with crooked- 
ness.” said Mr. Black. 

The committee then voted and the 
objection was sustained. 


Resaumes Cross-Examination. 


Mr. Jones resumed the cross-ex- 
amination and proved by Young that 
Martin’s place is a popular resort for 
courthouse officials, and that ne had 
frequently seen the solicttor-general 
there.

Mr. Watkins declared 
present railroad situation is of es- 
pecial interest to wholesalers be- 
cause freight charges represent a 
large part of the selling priee of 
the commoditis. He asserted “that 
the business of wholesale grocers is 
affected to a greater extent by 
transportation charge than is any 
other commercial enterprise. 


U. 8S. Control Increased Costs. 

“Government control,” he contin- 
ued, “increased transportation 
charges about two and a half bil- 
tions, about two and a quarter bill- 
tions of which was transferred to 
labor. Present railway charges are 
too high, vet the corporate income 
of railways for 1920 represented 
only one-third of 1 per cent on the 
investment as valued by the in- 
terstate commerce commission. We 
have a situation where railway 
earnings are too low and railway 
charges are too high. What is the 
remedy? 

“The Adamson eight-hour § law, 
the grate raise during federal con- 
trol, the attempt, without intelli- 
gent discrimination, to adjust rail- 
way employees’ wages, the dis- 
guised efforts in the transporta- 
tion act of 1920 to guarantee in- 
come, and the step taken in that 
act to end competition are com- 
bined causes of the present situa- 
tion.

county. Vincent Hughes stated 
Thursday night that his agents are 
daily securing™sensational evidence 
from blacks who have heretofore 
been silent. 

Government officials have no au- 
thority to make arrests or take-any 
action in the murder cases, he 
stated, but all of this evidence Is 
being kept to be transferred to 
state officials. If the Williams boys

Will Confer With Governor. 


“As soon as Governor Dorsey re- 
turns to Atlanta I will hold a con- 
ference with him,” said Mr. Hughes, 
“and report the progress we have 
made. So far we have received no 
request from the state to aid in the 
search for the thtee missing Wil- 
liams boys. We will, of course, be 
glad to co-operate with the state 
officials in the future just as in 
the past... Evidence in our posses- 
sion shows that eighteen negroes 
have been killed on the Williams 
farm since 1910. It is impossible 
to say what the toll will be when 
our investigation is completed.

Macon, Ga., April 14.—(Special.) 
—Peonage cases which special 
agents of the department of jus- 
tice have been investigating in Jas- 
per and Dooly counties for the past 
several months, will be taken up 
grand jury 
when it convenes here the first 
week in May. 

J. H. Block and G. W. Brown, 
special agents, today spent . sev- 
eral hours im conference with As- 
sistant United States District At- 
torney Clem Powers, with whom 
they discussed peonage conditions 
in Do. ly county. The agents have 
just returned from that county, 
where they carried on a thorough 
investigation. They refused to 
make public what they had found, 
stating they will make their re- 
port in writing to the district at- 
torney’s office.

NATIONAL LEAGUE 
OF WOMEN VOTERS 


Cleveland, Ohio, April 14. — The 
National League of Women Voters 
formally went .on record today 
against all war by. adopting a res- 
olution urging President Harding 
and congress to initiate & move- 
ment to‘obtain co-operation with 
other nations for the reduction of 
armaments at the earliest possible 
time. This followed the speech last 
night of their veteran leader, Car- 
rie Chapman Catt, of New York, who 
vigorously’ demanded that women 
voters consecrate themselves to put 
war out of the world. 

A resolution was unan!imeusly 
adopted at this afternoon’s session 


naming the national board of di- 
rectors of the league a committee to 
put their action before President 
Harding and congress at once.

What Is a Hair Restorer? 

We had just arrived at the excit- 
ing part of the story, id est The 
Medicine, the other day, when time 
was called, so let's begin again. 

I took one of my children to one 
of the best skin specialists in the 
country recently, for a recurring 
herpes, and he told us a plain truth, 
to wit: that he didn’t know what 
causes herpes or what will help it 
(that is what he told me). 

In arriving, now, at the critical 
point, I want it clearly understood 
that every word I utter, nay, every 
though I think, on the subject of 
falling hair and baldmess and dan- 
druff (not to make the confession 
too broad) is merely a translation 
of the revamped words or thoughts 
of a skin specialist. And be it fur- 
ther understood, if you must pry 
into the wheres and wherefores, 
that every word and every thought 
I translate from a skin specialist he 
has evidently appropriated from 
some other skin specialist whose 
book he consults while writing his 
own. And as for the general r@n 
of medical authorities, not to in- 
clude authorities in other lines of 
human effort or achievement, genu- 
inely original ideas are as rare as 
triplets. 

For senile alopecia (baldness be- 
ginning at the vertex and spreading 
slowly forward over the top of the 
head) the only remedy I can sug- 
mest (after a careful peep into half 
a dozen recent texts) is that the 
victim just grin and bare it to the 
sun and air in moderation. 


For the common type of baldness 
from seborrhea (dandruff) in which

Worms Begin to Leave 
Fallen Peach Fruit 


Editor Constitution: On Friday, 
April 8, the first larvas or “worms” 
of the curculio were observed leav- 
ing the peach fruit to enter the soil 
where the stage of transformation 
into the adult takes place. Within 
three days after the above date 2,462 
worms had left from about two 
and one-half bushels of small 
peaches which had recently been 
picked up under peach trees, 

Growers who have not started to 
pick up fallen fruit should do so 
immediately, as it will be useless 
to pick them up after the worms 
leave the fruit. The results of the 
above experiment should be a warn- 
ing to all growers to pick up fal- 
len fruit at frequent intervals from 
now until harvest. The worminess 
of late varieties at harvest is prob- 
ably due largely to beetles which 
emerge from the worms of this fal- 
len fruit. It is possible for one fe- 
male to deposit over 500 eggs. Con- 
sequently the destruction of the 
larvae in fallen fruit will greatly 
reduce the possibility of wormy late 
peaches. This is one of the surest 
of the ecurculio control measures, 
and growers cannot afford ot neg 
lect it. 

Pupation wil! soon take place and 
discing, especially under the trees, 
should be started about April 25 
and at frequent intervals thereafter 
to destroy the curculio pupa cases 
in which the worms transform into 
the adult beetles. These pupa cases 
are made within the first two or 
three inches of soil, and frequent 
discing would destroy or damage 
many, thereby preventing the beetle 
from developing. 

It will not be necessary to spray 
or dust again until about a month 
before the fruit is due to be har- 
vested, provided two = applications 
have already, been made, the last 
of which contained self-boiled lime- 
sulphur or atomic sulphur with the 
arsenate of lead. This is to take 
care of possible brown rot infec. 
tion. The 80 per cent sulphur will 
suffice if dust has been used. 

Growers should carefully watch 
the development of the various va- 
rieties in order to estimate the ap- 


proximate date of ripening and then 
make the fMlext application of liquid 
or dust about one month before 
this date. Self-boiled lime-sulphur 
or atomic sulphur should be used 
with the arsenate of lead for this 
application. For dusting use the 
80-5-15.

Hardy McHenry, whose escape 
from two bailiffs last Tuesday was 
held a secret until Thursday night, 
is back in the Fulton Tower.

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Labor Situation Casts 


| Gloom Over Wall Street 


-__BY R. L. BARNUM 


New York, April 14.—England’s labor situation continued to cast 
a gloom on ‘our stock market, many Wall street people believing that 
what is now going on over there is merely a rehearsal of what is 
likely to occur here. Today’s cables received from London before the 
opening of the stock market reported that labor representatives had 
left the conference depressed, and that the leader of the railroad men, 
when asked for his views on the outlook, remarked: “I see no hope.” 
Professional traders sold stocks short during the first hour, but failed 
to make headway. There is a well-accepted working theory stock 
marketwise that when things in a troublesome situation get so bad 
that there is no hope something favorable and unexpected happens. 

In private banking circles a story was heard today to the effect 
that President Harding, as a result of the conferences carried on 
quietly and first hand with railroad labor leaders had obtained from 
all but one of the representatives a promise to accept a reduction in 
wages. The one exception was Stonehead, of the Brotherhood of 
Engineers. This unconfirmed story may be the unexpected favorable 
development in our railway labor situation. 

Delaware and Hudson, Great Northern, Nerthern Pacific and other 
rails were heavily sold early in the day before the foregoing story 
got around. New low records for the year were made by the Hill 
stocks, As has already been pointed out in this correspondence, there 
is growing uneasiness on the part of holders of railway shares re- 
garding dividends. . 

But there again something unexpected is likely to happen. It was 
learned today that as a result of the economies already effected the 
net returns of the carriers for March will show a decided improvement. 

According to today’s gossip, the Goodrich directors are going to 
cut or pass the 6 per cent annual dividend on the common stock at 
the meeting to be held next Wednesday; the Smelting 1 per cent 
quarterly dividend will also be passed on May 3. But even if these 
rumors materialize it is possible that the dividend reductions have. been 
discounted. On the passing of the Sloss-Sheffield dividend that stock 
held steady today around 39. The decline from last year’s high price 
of 82% and this year’s high of 56 was in anticipation of what has only 
just been done to the dividend. 

Western Union ws one of the features of today’s market, that 
stock dropping 4 points from the recent high on the publication around 
noon of the earnings for the March quarter showing only $1.80 earned, 
for the $99,000,000 stock against $3.05 for the same quarter of last year. 
There is an old legend in Wall street that earnings of the telegraph 
companies are one of the best indications of conditions in general trade. 

International Harvester’s annual report for 1920 showing 13.8 
per cent earned for the common stock against only 10.5 for 1919 is 
misleading. Actual net income for dividends last year amounted to 
only $16,655,000, against $20,011,000 for 1919. In the year last named 
war losses were written off amounting to $7,403,000, making the sur- 
plus for dividends $12,608,000, instead of the $20,011,000 actually 
earned. This year there were no war loss. deductions. The com-

The first national collegiate track 
and field meet wiil be held in Chi- 
cago on June 18, under the auspices 
of the National Collegiate Athietic 
association. To quote Coach Ray 
K. Smathers, director of athletics 
of Emory university: 

“A. A. Stagg, of the University 
of Chicago, and one of the head 
officials of the national associa- 
tion, has charge of the meet. He 
reports that all of the leading uni- 
versities of the country are plan- 
ning to send teams and that he 
has already received assurances 
from universities and colleges from 
every section of the country that 
the best athletes from their respec- 
tive colleges will. compete.” 

“The N. C. A. A., of which Gen- 
eral Palmer E. Pierce is president, 
is composed of 200 of the best known 
colleges in the country. The na- 
tiona] championship track meet is 
a national effort on the part of this 
organization to promote a natiorral 
meet in all of the leading sports. 
The events to be staged in the na- 
tional track meet will be the 10600 
yards, 220 yards, 440, 880, one ane 
two miles, 120 and 220 hurdles, pole 
vault, high jump, broad jump, dis- 
cus throw, javelin throw, hammer 
throw and ong-mile relay.”

“Georgia stands among the na- 
tion’s highest states in the produc- 
tion of raw materials,” continued 
the mayor, “but in production of the 
finished product she stands among 
the lowest. That is because Geor- 
gia has failed to capitalize her 
youth and her resources. New Eng- 
land trains her young men tech- 
nically. Then she takes our raw 
materials, makes them into some- 
thing useful and sells them back to 
us at a great profit. That money 
should stay in Georgia and it wil] 
if Wwe will build a greater Tech. 
Cotton, for instance, enriches every 
one who touches it except the man 
who Taises it, That’s wrong, but 
there’s no help for it unless we ac- 
cept our oppogtunity.” 

‘Atlanta can not fail. If she does, 
she stands disgraced before the state 
of Georgia.” 

Mr. Alston then introduced Al 
Staton, a student of the school and 
a famous athlete, who gave an in- 
teresting account of the resources 
which Georgia had for years neg- 
lected. 

“We're sorry we have had to come 
before you during a period of finan- 
cial depression,” he said. “But there 
is an argument in our favor, for if 
we carry this campaign over, and 
we will, there will be no more pe- 
riods of financial depression likethis 
one.

Decision Unexpected. 


The board’s decision came unex- 
pectedly in the middle of the hear- 
ing on the justness and reasogable- 
ness of the existing rules and open- 
ed a way to speedy conclusion of 
the whole controversy. ‘The fight 
over national agreements was begun 
immediately atter the return of the 
railroads to private ownership, 
March 1, 1920, but consideration of 
rules was postponed by the labor 
board when it was tormed on April 
lo, 1920, because of the urgency 
of the wage question at that time. 
. When the board began to function 
it divided the whole railroad con- 
troversy into a question of wages 
and otf working conditions. The 
hearings on wages resulted in de- 
cision number two, the $600,000,uv0 
wage award of July 20, 1920, and 
the rules dispute was deferred un- 
til January of this year. In de- 
cision number two the board de- 
cided that the national shop crafts 
agreement should be continued and 
the bulletins and orders of the 
United States railroad administra- 
tion have also been continued in 
force. In setting July 1 as the date 
for terminating the national agree- 
ments, however, the board declared 
in its decision today that it “re- 
serves the right to terminate its di- 
rection of decision’ number two at 
an earlier date than July 1 with 
regard to any class of emplo, ees, if 
it shall have reason to believe that 
such class of employees is unduly 
delaying the progress of the nego- 
tiations” to be entered into by the 
conference of managements and em- 
ployees. It also reserves the right 
to stay the termination of the agree- 
ments if it believes any carrier is 
unduly delaying negotiations. 

Keep Board Informed. 

The board directed that the con- 
ferences “keep the board informed 
of final agreements and disagree- 
ments to the end that the. board 
may know prior to July 1, 1921, 
what portion of the dispute has 
been decided.” While placing the 
chief responsibility for drawing up 
a new set of working rules on the 
parties involved, the board did not

Lieutenant Shaw in his. testi- 
mony simply narrated that on April 
3 Floyd Woodward came to the 
station house and gave himself up, 
with the statement that he was 
the man who had shot Ed Mills;

get away, but did not want to give 
up until he had been to see his 
lawyer, John Y. Smith, and that 
as soon as he could get to Mr.

Lieutenant Shaw fur- 
ther testified: “He (Floyd Wood- 
ward) made the further statement 
that he had shot Mills in self-de- 
fense, but did not go into details 
as to how the killing had occurred.” 

There was no evidence as to any 
effort to make Woodward go into 
details, cr any grilling of him, or 
any effort to find out the details 
from him, and this evidence of 
Shaw was the Sole evidence adduced 
as to the work of the detective de- 
partment, and the hearing was had 
without any explanation as to why 
Abe Holsman, the alleged partici- 
pant and the alleged eye-witness, 
was not produced before the coro- 
ner’s jury. Floyd Woodward was 
of course released. 

Holxman is Released. 

April 4, 1919, Abe Holsman, 
had been arrested as a par- 
ticipant «nd who was thought to 
be an eye-witness, was relesed 
from the police station in the fol- 
lowing way: a copy of charges was 
made against him charging _ dis- 
orderly conduct.
